Within the past ten years this splendid section of hardy herba- 
ceous flowering plants have been brought into very prominent notice 
because of the general improvement in varieties of comparatively 
recent origin. In these newer sorts, we have not only immense blooms 
reaching in some specimens seven or eight inches in diameter, but 
the range of color is also so varied that almost every tint of pink, 
white, red, crimson and even some shades of yellow is comprised in 
the list.
